Burton, but left the latter at the Lake 
Tanganyika, and pushed on alone till 
he reached the Victoria.

this water to be extensive, the southern 
extremity lying about one hundred and 
fifty miles south of the equator, and 
the northern reaching at least a degree 
north of the equator, in longitude M 
dog. or ,'L* deg. 


Capt. Speke returned to 
England 


convinced that this lake he had 
dis- 


covered was the true source of the 
White Nile. 
Capt. Burton ridiculed 


the supposition, and it was received 
with doubt by the geographical public. 
Persuaded that he was right, and de- 
termined to prove it, Spoke returned to 
the African coast, organized a new ex- 
pedition, and 
loft Xou/.ibar with i;
